MAJOR EDITING. IN ADDITION TO MISSION'S EXAMPLES WE MAKE 
THE FOLLOWING SPECIFIC SUGGESTIONS:(I)WE SEE NO POINT TO

3. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE UK IS CONSIDERING TAKING AN
